visits. No cod ofa pity is it that an ine 
habitant of one of these same countries 
cannot in due course express his opinions 
about our (to him) curiosities of thought 
and action, “We are constantly told what 
the intelligent foreigner would say under 
certain set circumstances, but up to the 
present no foreigner has’ been intelligent 
cnough or painstaking enough to give us 
anything like a broad’ and comprehensive 
view of ourselves as scen from any but our 
own viewpoint, Now and ‘again our 
nearest nelighbour tells extraordinary, 
sometimes shocking, stories about us, 
These are, however, told in so exaggerated 
a way, and with such evident intention of 
being funny at our expense, that they can 
be passud over, And yela valuable lesson 
might be learned from many of them. 
Were it possible to discover a person pos- 
sessed of brains and the ability to use 
them, who had never been educated to re- 
gard our manners and customs as models 
upon which the manners and customs of 
all other nations should be based, we 
_ Might be astonished at the way in which: 
he would express himself in reference to 
our much’ yaunted functions and institu. 
tions, ‘The difficulty is for a “true-born 
‘Englishman " to divest himself of his early 
education and the prejudices which come 
ot it. Given the power to do this, he might 
be astonished at what goes on every day 
—at what is allowed to go on without ‘any 
_ check or attempt at check, simply because 
' it has gone‘ on.from time immemorial, and 
must therefore be right and proper, Our 
greatestsatirists have endeavoured to show 
how foolish it is of ys to fall foul of what is 
dong in other countries for no other reason 
than that we do differently ourselves, but 
our greatest satirists have failed signally to 
complete the task they have set themselves, 
And why? Because while ‘attacking the 
Prejudices ot others’ they have ‘always 
carefully cherished and encouraged’ the 
. Prejudices for whfch'they had a’ kindly 
feeling, No man was more ready to at- 
tack such plague-spots as he himself ob- 
jected to than Swrr7, but Swrrt said ‘no- 
thing offensive about the plague-spots to 
which he was notoriously partial. The 
“same may be said: of Tuackrray.and the 
others who in. Liter days have attempted

to hold up the mirror to our arrogant in- 
sular nature, and to teach us the modera- 
tion which should come of our manifold 
The only 
correet way of doing tho work would be, 
as we have said, to discover—or, for the 
matter of that, to breed—an intelligent 
foreigner, intelligent enough and painstak- 
ing cnough for the purpose. Certainly, 
whatever has been most surprising to En- 
xlishmen in India, China, or Japan, would 
find its match in Englandin the minds of a 
Hindov, a Chinaman, or a Japanese, It 
matters not whether we take outward show 
From the pompous 
rarce show of the Lord Mayor of London 
to the sombre yet grotesque appearance 
of the Speaker of the House of Commons. 
or the Lord Cuaycxi1on upon the wool- 
sack, all is hideous and.unnatural, Our 
counsel and judges cannot perform their 
dutles without clothing themselves in a 
ridiculous garb, the reason for wearing | 
which no man jis able to explain satisfac. 
torily. The official garb of counsel and 
judges vis, however, no more. ridiculous 
than many of the doctrines they are ‘com-

sobur moments—if they have any sober 


‘moments—must admit to be highly neces- 
sary. But. to pass it, all other public 
business of importance has had to be 
shelved. Not only this, the once “most 
gentlemiarily assemblage in the world” 
has become a veritable bear garden; the 
scene of a Series of Irish faction fights, 
All this has been caused by the trammels 
of parliamentary procedure and the neces- 
sity in the minds of our leading. legislators 
for doing everything’ by means. of estab- 
lished precedent. There can be no doubt 
in the mind of anyone who has either read 
or heard the recent debates, that allthis 
trouble in the House might. have been cut 
short if not rendered absolutely impossible.

The one necessity 
proves the other, and yet for months the 
old-and cumbrous machinery has been at 
work as if for the purpose of retarding 
alvance rather than of assisting it, In no 
other, place but. the House of Commons 
would Messrs, PaRNELL,Bisgar, O Doynent. 
and. Co, have been allowed guch licence; in 
no other assembly would the attempts to 
suppress their rancorous and malicious op- 
position have been so feeble. All this 
waste of time would have’ beén bad en- 
Sugh were Parlianient a hody which goes 
on its way asother bodies unconnected with 
the State have to yo—ve,, for the whole of 
the year, witha slight interruption for holi- 
day, purposes. The House is now {m- 
‘patiently waiting for its prorogation, heed- 
loss of the factthat, so far as the country at 
largeis concerned, the session has produced 
next to nothing, Now and again we hear 
vague talk of an extraordinary autumn 


session; sucha session would be extra. 


ordinary in more senses than the one in- 
tended by its projectors, In days that are 
{ocome, when the student of history istold 
that on an carly day in August Parliament 
rose for the yeur, he will think the historian 
isgrossly exaggerating, This is not all. 
Measures which are burked, and innocents 
which are massacred so asto enable mem- 
bers of Parliament to obtain their grouse- 
shooting, thelr yachting, their Touge-et~ 
noir, or whatever it is they desire most, are 
really burked and massacred, and not 
simply postponed till next session... With 
a fresh start everything has to commence 
afresh—it was our fathers’ custom, and so 
it must be ours! If we could only takeup 
the business where we left it we should be 
half-way towards a much-wanted reform; 
but that would not be in accordance with 
parliamentary procedure as already ar- 
ranged, and.so it cannot as yet bé even so 
much as considered. What, we wonder, 
would be thought of any great bank, face

We have no intention of reopening 
this matter, which has been more or less 
warmly discussed; but it has taken’ upon 
itself a new phase by means of correspon- 
dence in the columns of a morning ‘paper. 
Mrs. Sven wrote expressing her regret 
that the action should have ended as it did, 
without the defendant being able to state 
her case in full, Immediately she was re- 
plied to by “ One of the Jury,’ who ave 
her flat denial, although she was sup 
ported in what she sald by the atost trust. 
worthy of the published reports. This 
might be allowed to pass, as jurors are 
not supposed to possess any remarkable 
capacity for grasping the true meaning of 
the arguments submitted to them; but 
“One of the Jury” went an’ to say that 
“the case collapsed because there was no 
foundation whatever for the charges made 
against. Mr. Servrrox.’’ ‘To this Mrs. 
Sexe replies that it surprises her to lvarn 
that the jury should have made up its 
mind without hearing any. of the nincty 
witnesses who would have been called for’ 
the defence had the case proceeded to its 
legitimate issue. In saying “this, “Mrs, 
Sern shows herself, as she and her lady 
friends have shown themselves on. more 
than one occasion, entirely, ignorant. of 
what is happening every day in’ Lon- 
don, “To beyin with, the ladies who 
tibelled Mr, Scxorron were absolutely 
ignorant of, the great principle which 
makes Tweedledum so different. from 
Tweedledee—in our leading law courts. 
They expressed. what was without doubt 
honest and well-merited indination, but 
they fastened too hurriedly ‘upon him they 
considered to be the cause of it, and they 
have got to pay very dearly for their in- 
diseretian, The case, ScruTron 1, Tayton, 
proves what we have so often said here, 
that women are-—on account of everything: 
which recommends them most to the con- 
sideration of men—as women, unfitted for 
the performance of onerous public duties, 
Atthe same time we cannot help expressingr 
unmeasured respect for the motives which 
actuated Mrs, Sure and Miss Tarror and 
such as actyd with them, It will be as 
well if all interested in law process lay to. 
heart what is the estraordinary moral of 
this case. An eminent counsel the other 
‘ted in court that if Peace, the 
r, had brought, an action against 
anyone who called him a, burglar, the 
chances are that he would have gained 
exemplary damages, and the. decision. in 
the Bayoways 7, FRaser-Sstita case can 
leave no doubt in our minds: that the 
said eminent counsel was perfectly cor. 
rect in his opinion, When, the crucial 
test came, the judge would most likely 
have ruled that the evidence was .inad- 
missible, Squeers and Doturvoys Hate 
have been much quoted in connection with 
the St. Pave's School scandal. The late 
Citakhes Dickens never imagined the risk 
he ran when penning the most powerful 
portion of “'Nicuonas Nickvepy."” Libel 
had not then became so epidemic as it is 
now, or Dickexs mljht have learned to his 
cost how difficult it was to escape if once 
an action for heavy damages is set going. 
Mr. Savrexs, or whosoever considered he 
stood for Squrexs, would only have had 
to show that the cast in his eye made him 
unable to see what was going on to.be 
regarded as irresponsible by the judge, 
and his libeller would in such case be glad 
of a conipromise at any cost. This has 
been shown hy cases innumerable before 
the Scrurron-1. Tavnon case was thought 
of; and yet, though some of these 
cases were. fresh, and on everybody's 
tongue, the defendant thought, till the 
hearing came on, that she was yoing to 
win easily. - The mistake made by Miss 
Taxtok and the other ladies was that, 
instead of discovering who, was really the 
guilty person, they gave ‘way to feminine 
excitement, and accused one who it was 
subsequently shown had no more to do 
with the details than they had themselves. 
For all this, ‘One of the Jury" need not 
have been in such a hurry to prove that he 
and his colleagues had made up. their 
minds before hearing the evidence. Such 
proof of the way in which juries perform 
their duties is unfortunately far from rare, 
especially as regards libel cases, When 
the time comes for us to get all the reforms 
that are wanting, one of them will be the 
application of a slight education test, or 
test of the possession of something beyond 


‘mere shopkeoping abilities, to such as are

+ in contact, We do not hear of many cases in this 
part of the world af. young. officers or er 
causing trouble by drunkenness, and £ think that: 
if a comparison were made belween skippers, 
especially old ones, and officers and engineers, it 
certainly wotld not redound to the credit of the 
skippers. ay . ' 

“A skipper” is: probably a well meaning sort 
ofa inan, and evident intended his letter to 
throw Some sight on-the traffic carried on by 
Chinese owned steam taunches which are so 
numerous in this harbour, and from which 
the crews of ships are supplied willl “ tire water” 
by the bottle, jar or dozen. However, P uhink that 
# A skipper" went rather beyond his mark when 
he indiscriminately clubbed together officers and 
engineers as: being the people likely to suffer 
from ‘the visits of stean-launches, 1 have né 
doubt that “A skipper" could (ill a good sized 
book with storics of young ‘officers being ruined 
&e., &e., by taking liquors lo sea with then, and 
Tam equally certain that a thousand good sized 
volumes could be filled with stories of ship. 
wrecks which were due to, not the taking of 
liquors cawith them, but the drunkenness of 
the shippers. Daun no advocate for drunken ness, 

quite the reverse; atthe same time I believe in 
taking what Ll think is right, in fact using the 
good things of this life in reason, not abusing 
thumn, as-is so often dane by the class to whieh 
“A skipper” evidently belongs. {can well ima- 
gine that the growling individual has seen much 
harm result fiom the abuse of drink, most pro- 
bably in his own person, and, now that he has 
turned over a new leaf is in fact the votary of 
temperance and miuflin worries, he wishes to 
warn others of the awful examples he has wits 
nessed, and in his over zeal attacks young offi- 
cers and engineers without any just cause. “A 
skipper "tells us that he remembers a case being 
tried at the “ Police Court before Mr. C. May 
some years ago, in which the captain of a ship 
“had sunk, with his deep sea lead, a bumboat 
which persisted in coming alongside for the pur 
pose of selling drink to the crew, and the Magis: 
trate said that the captain was quite justified 
and had done a very desirable thing,” The 
above may be perfcetly accurate in detail, 
though I much question the justice of the 
Magistrate remarks, and think it very likely if 
such a high-handed measure had been put in 
force in anyother place than Hongkony, that the
